We have no time to 
get angry at any one, nor to study 
bow to please onr brethren ; and 
if we miss the mat k occasionally, 
or fail to -perform a duty, do not 
think that we arc out with you, 
dead set against you, and wish 
that you were something else 
than a member of the Brethren 
Church. So, Bro. Brown and 
MaBOn, Ridenourand Shaver end 
McFadden arid Bashor and Gna- 
gy and Summers, Mallott and 
Cober and Jacobs and Keim and 
Wampler and the sisters and 
many others whom we have not 
time to mention, take your pens 
aud write to encourage the good 
works nt the church, aud write 
as brethren and sisters having 
authority and not as scribes. We 
are not working for glory nor 
money, but for a grand succes 
for our church, and blessed are 
we if we all do this. Don't write 
suggestions to ua about church 
work.
